.-pring of the Signal Corps. 
Originally a branch of the Royal 
Engineers, the Signal Corps usually 
h is the distinction of being ’aken 
;or granted even in official announ­ 
cements. Yet every army formation 
down to and including a battalion 
is equipped with a complete signal 
unit. 
Tiie development of military com­ 
munications during the past 
two 
years is very much a romance of 
eience 
The advance of shortwave 
wireless telephone alone has given 
the war machine an articulate form 
whose 
possibilities 
are 
constantly 
being discovered. 
Complex Nature of Work 
An idea ol the complex nature of 
the work is to be found in the co­ 
operation between aerial reconnais­ 
sance and mobile land formations 
In this case two complete and se­ 
parate radio sets are maintained; 
one ihat is in constant touch with 
’he air. and the other with the 
tank and supply columns. This calls 
for rapid and effective lia.sion be­ 
tween the two groups—work that is 
also carried on by the Signals. 
Perhaps even more so than in 
other military units is it necessary 
;o have every man a master in his 
work. There is no end to learning 
about the military uses of wireless 
which is closely bound up with the 
question of field security. Just when 
to impose radio silence, and when 
and where to .send messages in clear 
or cypher are constant problems 
In 
transmitting 
messages, 
the 
preference 
is generally 
for 
radio | 
telephony, by which means the mes­ 
sages can be sen more rapidly and j 
bv a plentiful sprinkling of code \ 
words, with little risk of being suc­ 
cessfully intercepted by the enemy 
Radio sets have been improved tc 
such an extent, moreover, that the 
speaker's voice may be recognized j 
by the reception. This eliminates 
the possibility of the enemy trans- ! 
mitting false messages. 
C hief Source of Difficulty 
Range is the chief source of dif­ 
ficult \ when operating with arm or­ 
ed divisions. Quite 
general 
is 
a 
range of 70 miles when communi­ 
cating with aircraft, but on land 
much depends upon the nature of 
the country, and radio telephony 
is notoriously unreliable during the 
important hours of dawn and dusk 
During these hours, wireless tele­ 
graphy is used. This method on the 
other hand, presents a new prob­ 
lem—increased ranee. This is dif­ 
ficult to check, with the result tha* 
the security problem becomes more 
urgent. Morse, for instance, being 
ar 
international 
code, 
must 
b* 
thoroughly cyphered before it car 
be sent if there is am possibility 
of it 
interception by the enemy. 
Experience in the Belgian 
and 
French campaigns has taught th 
British Signal Corps the impracti- 
bility of syphermg messages tha , 
are 
being 
sent to fast-advancing! 
mobile columns. It was noted that 
the Germ ans seldom bothered to 
code their telegraphic dispatches 
with the result that the enemy was 
able to intercept and act upon th» 
messages almost as rapidly as were 
the Germans. It was found, how­ 
ever, th at by coding messages, pre­ 
cious minutes were lost at Tie re­ 
ceiving end while t h e ' mesage ua 
being decoded. 
Corps Operates Ceaselesd\ 
A recent visit to corps headquar­ 


ters “somewhere in Britain“ reveal­ 
ed a striking picture of the ce&se- 
j lf'-s activity of the Signal staffs 
I Three companies 
were

on»’ m laying cable lines, and th< 
other two working radio and wire - 
less 
telegraphy. 
By 
laying

miles of underground cables and 
linking up with the post office sys­ 
tem, a network of communication: 
i had been built up on the grid prin­ 
ciple—-so that if one section wen 
put out of action, another meant 
of transmitting was always avail­ 
able. 
The “field headquarters’’ was lr 
the cellar of and old mansion— 
where, in anything but congenia* 
conditions, was 
a 
complete 
tele- 
graph and telephone exchange. The 
rooms literally buzzed like a hive 
of teleprinters and telegraph op­ 
erator.'. A glance at the “operation} 
room** w?as bewildering, so compli­ 
cated did the work seem. Yet it wa. 
< xplained that everything was quite 
normal, and that usually about 2. 
000 messages were sent and received 
each twentyfour hour period.
